Field Marshal Sir John French, after 
sixteen months in a command which 
Included the mightiest 
armies Great 
Britain ever put in the field, at hist 
has been succeeded by a general who 
has spent most of his own active ca 
reer under 
Sir John's command and 
who probably has been praised 
more 
highly by Sir John himself than by 
any one else. 
The news that Sir Douglas Haig had 
succeeded 
Sir John French as com- 
mander In chief of the British armies 
France and Flanders probably came 
no surprise In Great Britain, where 
precisely this change had been 
fore- 
cast for months, and open predictions 
had been made 
although none of them 
ever got past the censor to America 
that Sir John soon would be out and 
Sir Douglas in. 
Predictions Known to French. 
These predictions 
were 
made long 
before the battle of Loos and cannot 
have been unknown, to Sir John, but 
the retiring chieftain none the less In- 
trusted Sir Douglas with command of 
the attacking forces in that battle and 
gave him unstinted praise for the man- 
ner in which the trust was performed. 
The contrast between the two men 
Is marked 
In many ways. 
Sir John 
Is 
sixty-thre- e 
years old, of Irish 
de- 
scent,' though born in Kent, a short, 
sturdy, white haired, cheerful soul who 
won his greatest laurels

and audacious 
cavalry 
leader.

FhU Sheridan of the British army" he 
has been called. 
Sir Douglas is 
fifty-fou- r, 
'the young- 
est of all the generals who in the pres- -' 
ent war have been intrusted with com 
mand of a British army, a Scotsman, 
born in County Fife, tall, powerfully 
built, dour and masterful, almost over- 
bearing in his manner and so close a 
student of his profession that before 
the war he was generally nicknamed 
"Von Haig" by his fellows. 
He also 
has served most of his career in the 
cavalry, the one arm of the service that 
has had the least employment 
since 
August, 1914. 
lie is, however, the au- 
thor of several works ou tactics and is 
considered one of the most thoroughly 
trained soldiers in England as well as 
the most unsparing driver of his subor- 
dinates.
